They tu jed around and 
drove from tbe city while Cooper took 
tbe injured man home. 
There it was found that bis head 
was severely cut and bruised on each 
side, while a bump on- his nose showed 
another fnjury.

comfortable as possible, and while he 
was far from well bis sense of duty 
compelled him to resume his trick ac 
the tower the next morning. 


Operator McDowell has no recollec- 
tion whatever of what happened. He 
mows he was thrown from bis wheel, 
9ut nothing more.

attle owners may not feel like avail- 
p themselves of the opportunity 
The owner of the herd to be exam- 


fled must agree to furnish the veter- 
narian all tne assistance be may re- 
uire in bis work This would not be 
matter of great consideration in 
most cases.

Story nf the Tragic Knil of the Amer* 


leans. Cburles Fair and Wife, While 
Killing Over a Koud Xe»r the 
French Capital—Sketch of the Ca- 
reer of the Deceased- 


Paris. 
Aug. 
15.—The distressing 


;iutoniobDe accident, in which Mr. and 
Mrs. Charles Fair of California lost 
their lives, occurred at the village of 
Saint Guilln, and was caused by the 
bursting of a tire while the machine 
was running at the rate of 62 miles 
an hour. 


The accident occurred almost In 


front of the chateau Buisson Du MaL 
The Fairs Intended to dine and spend 
the night In Paris and return to Tron- 
riHe for lunch. The wife of the gate- 
keeper of the chateau was the oaly 
witness of the disaster. She says she 
noticed a big red automobile coming 
along the road at a tremendous pace. 
Suddenly something happened and 
the machine slid sideways from the 
right to the left side of the road for 
about 60 yards. It then dashed up 
an embankment, turned a complete 
somersault and crashed into a big 
elm tree in front of the gate of the 
chateau. The automobile was com- 
pletely wrecked. Wnen t*-e automo- 
bile turne<J over the wife of the gate- 
keeper says she saw Mr. and Mrs. 
Fair thrown high in the air and fall 
with a hea^y thud to the ground. The 
chauffeur, who was sitting behind the 
Fairs, as precipitated Into a dltca. 
He staggered to his feet, calling for 
help. The gatekeeper's wife rushed to 
his assistance and aided him in extri- 
cating Mr. and Mrs. Fair, who were 
buried beneath tne wrecked machine 
and in the last throes of death. Both 
had sustained ghastly injuries and 
were almost 
unrecognizable. 
Mr. 


Fair's head had been en-shed in, 
while his wife's pkull was split. The 
chauffeur was terribly affected at the 
calamity and seemed bereft of his 
senses. He threw himself into a ditch 
on the opposite side of the road and 
rolled aboat, crying "niy poor mas- 
ters." 


M. Borsoa. owaer of the chateau 


Buisson Dn Mai. was summoned, and 
after advising the local authorities of 
the accident he ordered the bodies of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fair to be carried to the 
gatekeeper's lodge. Here they now 
lie on mattressea. and flowers h»ve 
been strewn over them. In the room 
are three wax tapers burning dimly.

Mrs. Charles Fair left San Francisco 
!n the latter part of May last for a 
three months* trip to Europe. Charles 
Fair was the son of the late Senator 
Pair, and was one of the heirs to the 
immense estate of the late Senatoi 
Fair. It Is peculiar that the son of 
the late John W. Mackay. one of Sen- 
ator Fair's partners, was also killed 
near Parts a few years ago by 1>e!ng 
thrown from his horse. Charles Fmlr 
has been enthusiastic about automo- 
biles ever since the machines came 
Into use abroad.

Story of the Trit^ir Kntl or tfce Amer- 


icans, Charles Fair and Wife, While 
Riding Over a 
Koud 
Ne&r the 


French Capital—Sketch of the Ca- 
reer of the Occ<"a*e<l- 
Paris. Aug. 15.—The distressing 


:-atoraobOe accident, in which llr.and 
Mrs. Charles Fair of California lost 
tfeelr lires. occurred at the village of 
Saint Guilln. and was caused by the 
bursting of a tire while the machine 
was running at the rate of 62 miles 
an hour. 


The accident occurred almost to 


front of tae chateau Buisson Du Mai. 
The Fairs Intended to dine and spend 
the night in Paris and return to Trou- 
ville for lunch. The wife of the gate- 
keeper of the chateau was the only 
witness of the disaster. She says she 
noticed & big red automobile coining 
along the road at a tremendous pace- 
Suddenly something happened and 
the machine slid sideways from the 
right to the 'eft side of the road for 
about GO yards. It then dashed up 
an embankment, turned a complete 
somersault and crashed into a big 
elm tree in front of the gate of the 
chateau. The automobile was com- 
pletely wrecked. When t*e automo- 
bile tnrnetj. over the wife of the gate- 
keeper says she saw Mr. and Mrs. 
Fair thrown high in the air and fall 
with a heavy thud to the ground. The 
chauffeur, who was sitting behind the 
Fairs, as precipitated Into a ditch. 
He staggered to fcis feet, calling for 
help. Tbe gatekeeper's wife rushed to 
his assistance and aided him in extri- 
cating Mr. and Mrs. Fair, who were 
buried beneath tne wrecked machine 
aad in the last tiroes of death. Both 
had sustained ghastly injuries and 
were almost 
trarecognizahls.

Fair's head had been en-shed in. 
while his wife's skull was split. The 
chauffeur was terribly affected at the 
calamity and seemed bereft of his 
senses. He threw himself into a ditch 
oa the opposite side of the road and 
rolled about, crying "my poor mas- 
ters/" 


M. Borsoa. owner of the chateau 


Buisson Dn Mai. t?as summoned, and 
after advising the local authorities of 
the accident he ordered the bodies of 
Mr. and Mrs. Fair to be carried to the 
gatekeeper's lodge. Here they now 
lie on mattresses, and flowers nave 
t>een strewn over them. In tae rdoia 
are three wax tapers burning dimly.
